WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 


To C, A. Richardson, acoustable in the town of Greenwood, in the 


County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to no- 
tify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Greenwood, qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall in Locke’s 
Mills village in said town, on the sixth day of March, 1905, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit:— 


Art, 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art.3, To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To choose a Road Commissioner or Commissioners for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose one member of the Superintending School 
Committee, 


Art. 6. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. Toseeif the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools, and the poor, and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what discount the town will vote to be made on all 
taxes paid before a certain date, and to fix that date. 


Art. 9. Tosee if the town will vote to charge interest on all 
taxes unpaid at a certain date, and to fix that date. 
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Art. 10. To see what suin of money the town will raise to be ex- 
pended in permanent improvement of the State road in said town in 
accordance with the law of 1901. 


Art, 11. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for building and repairing roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12, To see whatsum of money the town will grant and 
raise for breaking roads for the winter of 1904 and 1905. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for paying the interest on the town debt and school fund for the 
ensuing year. 


Art, 14, To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
towards paying the town dept. 


Art. 15, To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise to purchase school books for the ensuing year. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of school houses and purchase of appliances for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 17, To see what sum of money the town will vote, if any, for 
Memorial Day, 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for the Free High School Fund, 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to pay for the members of 
the School Board for their services for the ensuing year. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road be- 
ginning at the new road near G. W. T. Doughty’s house, and leading 
to the termination of said new road. 


Art, 21. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in District No. 8, or otherwise. ‘

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The report of the Superintendent of Schools should be of interest 
to every tax payer and person connected with our schools, If it 
were possible to show what the school officials and teachers are at- 
tempting to accomplish for the better preparation of our future citi- 
zens for the duties-of life it would prove interesting reading. No 
one will doubt for a moment but the schools of some communities 
are far in advance of us in method and manner of instruction. We 
would be negligent in our duty as citizens if we should allow our 
schools to drift along without striving to improve each opportunity 


for moral and mental advancement so far as our means will permit. 


Your Superintendent has spent more time this year than formerly 
in school work and still more should be spent in order to get the 
best possible results. It should be the duty of the Superintendent 
with the aid of his teachers to inspire the pupils of the town with an 
ambition to acquire an education, the best that our limited means 
will allow, and in order to gain this end the following requisites 


are imperative. 


First, to hire the best teachers at our command for the grade of 
work which we wish them to perform. Second, to see that all pu- 
pils which are eligible to attend each school are in their places and 
attending regularly. Next to interest if possible the parents in our 
school work and thus insure the best interests of the pupils and 
teachers, simply by showing them that you are interested in their 


welfare. 


Now in the matter of repairs not as much has been done as should 
have been on account of being unable to get help to attend to it at 
the proper time, But there are some repairs that it will be for the 
pest interest of the town to have them attended to the ensuing year. 

Our schools were cut short this year very materially on account of 
our school fund from the state being cut down $130 97 from last year, 


which would have given us at least two weeks more schooling in all 


ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 25 


our schools. Now in order to get more weeks we must raise more 
money. Let us raise enough to insure us at least three nine weeks’ 


terms, 


Our citizens must take into consideration that we must pay more 
for teachers, more for board, and all school expense is costing more 
now than formerly, and in order to have more schooling we must ap- 


propriate more money. 


This year we have been obliged to overdraw the book appropria- 
tion a small amount in order to place suitable books in the hands of 
our pupils, and after talking the matter over with your School Board 
they have recommended that the amount be raised a very little from 
last year. We have on our school registers the names of 156 differ- 
ent pupils, and the amount asked for is but a trifle over 50 cents per 
scholar, which seems small enough, It will also be necessary to ap- 
propriate more money for high school tuition. With the present out- 


look for high school pupils you should raise $150.00 for that purpose. 


” 


The question of transportation is getting to be avery important 
one, and I think should be very carefully looked over by the school 
committee the coming spring, for there is one thing certain, we have 
got to the point where we must pay for more transportation or we ~ 
should in order not to infringe upon the rights and privileges of oth- 
ers pay less than we now pay. This is important, and should be at- 


tended to. 


I feel that it is worth while to print the following from the State 
school law. Every child between the ages of 7 and 15 years inclusive, 


shall attend some public day school during the time such school is in 
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session, provided he is not excused because of receiving equivalent 
instruction for a like period of time in an approved private school or 
further provided that his physical or mental condition makes it in- 


expedient for him to attend such a school, 


Parents or guardians who fail to comply with this act shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars or shall be imprisoned not 


exceeding thirty days. 


In conclusion I wish again to thank the citizens, committee and 
teachers for their help and kind words in the advancement of school 
improvement which should be dear to the heart of every true 


American citizen,
